A CONTRAST. 


Slate elections ore to be held in Ohio 


and Iowa this year. la Ohio the Republi- 
cans have formulated a platform and nom- 
inated a State ticket and in Iowa iheDem- 
ootato have done the same thing. Both 
hive sounded the key notes of their 
respective parties on the silver question. 
The Ohio JRspnblioans say on that very 
important subject: 


Thoroughly believing that gold and silver 


should form the basis of all circnlaliug 
medium, we indorse the amended coinage 
act of the last Republican Congress, by 
whioh the entire production of the silver 
mines of the United States is added to the 
currency oJ >he people. 


This plank was submitted before its 


adoption to the Gold bug of the White 
House and received his approval, and was 
subsequently adopted by the convention. 
It u-akes silver the plaything of Wall street 
brokers with no fixed value, and it stops 
the coinage of silver at Carson. It keeps 
the small mines of Nevada, whioh are 
owned by poor men, closed, until possibly 
some home or foreign syndicate of capital- 
ists go into the market to purchase silver 
bullion for speculative purposes, as they 
sometimes do with copper. 


The Iowa Democratic Convention, com- 


posed of men who represented the people, 
not brokers and capitalists, believing that 
silver mining should receive as much en- 
couragement as tin mining, adopted this 
resolution: 


\Vereiterateourdemanasof a year ugo 


for the free coin»ge of silver, and that it be 
m.idw full legal tt-nder (or all debts, public 
and private, and denounce es unjust and 
dishonebt the provision of the law recently 
enacted, the act of July, 1890. allowing 
parties tn stipulate against payments in 
silver and silver certificates. This is con- 
demned as tbe setting up of one standard 
for the creditor and another (or the debtor, 
one for the poor and another for the rich 
mau. 


That plank was uot submitted to the 


Prtsidenl for his approval, but is presented 
to the people and it is believed wilt receive 
their endorsement. It demands free coii> 
ago and denounces the act which the He- 
publicans approve 
for setting up one 


standard of mouey for the creditor and 
another for the debtor, one for tbe poor 
man and another for the rich man. 


Tbe Ohio Republican silver plank re- 


ceives the approval of every gold bug not 
only in tho United States, but in Europe, 
where the money kiugd want cheap silver, 
while the Iowa Democratic plank is just 
what every farmer In the Mississippi Valley, 
and what every silver miner in the silver 
producing States require. 
Still though 


those (acts are indisputable, there is not a 
Republican plaoe hunter or newspaper in 
Nevada that •will endorse the Iowa Demo- 
cratic free coinage plank because it is not 
in accord with gold bu? idnas. 


Tesla coolly received the entire charge in 
his body without any unpleasant results. 
To accomplish this wonderful feat he trans- 
formed the dynamo current into a static 
current, that IB, from the active current 
which travels only along electrical conduc- 
tors to the atatio current, whioh exists 
without the power of traveling. Tesla'e 
wonderful achievements are due to his hav- 
ing made greater progress than othdr elec- 
tricians in the direction of harnessing this 
sUtic current and making it subs«rvient to 
his will.

CALIFORNIA HOT WEATHER. 


ELEOTKICAI, DEVELOPMENTS. 


For the entertainment of the American 


Institute of Electrical Engineers at Colum- 
bia College, New York, Nikola Tesla illxis- 
troted a lecture with a setisaof experiments 
which surprised and enlightened bis andi- 
enoe. 
The New York Recorder says 


Tesla, who has a high reputation as an 
electrician, has been experimenting upon a 
practically new electric light, but it w a not 
known outaida his laboratory that he bad 
achieved snob wonderful results or came so 
near revolutionizing tbo theory of light, 
He demonstrated by experiments that in- 
candescent lamps do not require two or 
three single wires to feed them, but that a 
single wire from a dynamo with a single 
branch to each lamp will answer the pur 
poae equally well. 
He also does away 


with the carbon filament which furnishes 
the light in the incandescent lamps, and 
substitutes a solid block of carbon. The 
branch wire terminates in this block and 
causes a glow just as the continuous oir 
cuit does in tbe slender carbon filament 
now in use. 
This carbon filament is tbe 


moat serious objection to tho present form 
of incandescent lamps. 
It must necessa- 


rily be very slender to offer the required 
resistance to tha passage of the current, 
and being cnrbou is also unavoidably of 
fragile substance, hence the filaments are 
constantly breaking, and each destroys a 
lamp, of which the estimated manufacture 
is 50,000 a day. The carbon blocks which 
Toslu 
purposes 
substituting 
for 
the 


lumps are made at little cost and can be 
depended upon tn perform their work 
reliably as a gas burner. 


Tesla demonstrated that electric light is 


possible without any lamp whatever. This 
was doaa by connecting two large sheets of 
zinc to tha terminal of the circuit, the 
sheets being about fifteen foot apart. Tne 
plates served for 
concleuscrs and re- 


ceived the charge of electricity from the 
wires. 
Between these zinc sheets a glabs 


tuba was introduced, from which tbe air 
bad been exhausted. 
When this tube was 


placed between the sheets, although. H was 
entirely disconnected and several feet dis- 
tant from each sUeet, it g«ve out a brilliant 
glow sufficient to light a room. 
The tube 


waa moved about freely, but con tinned to 
glow as long as it remained ia the electric 
field. 


One of the most remarkable demonstra- 


tion* made by Te?l» was that showing the 
absolute harmleesuoss of his electric cur- 
rent. 
It was generated primarily from an 


alternating current dynamo, each as has so 
often been condemned as the essense of 
deadlmess. 
This dynamo wns speeded to

Damaging Floods in Kansas. 


Special to the Journal. 


KANSAS CITY, June 29.—Tbe Missouri 


river at this point is at a dangerously high 
stage. Tbe water is as high as it has been 
since the great flood of 1881, but still lacks 
several feet of that year's record. 
Never- 


theless much damage has been done and 
much more is feared, as the cities above 
report a higher stage of water than here. 
At C o'clock this evening the water regis- 
tered three feet above high water mark and 
23 foet above standard low water martc. 
Water is rising steadily an inch an hour 
and will probably rise two or three feet 
more in the next day or two. Farts of 
Harlem and Hamlet, just across the river, 
are already submerged. 
About twenty- 


five families left their homes, taking their 
household goods, and are camping on 
high ground. All farms along the river 
are submerged and crops ruined. The 
embankrasnt of the Hannibal and St. Joe 
road has acted as a sort of levee and pro- 
tected a vast expanse of river bottom below 
it from the flood. Souio fears are expressed 
that the erabanhme.it may not be able to 
withstand the probsurc. Should it give 
way much valuable land will be enbmergtd, 
including the track of tbe Kansas City 
Racing Association. On this side of the 
river high water has backed up the waters 
of the Kaw whioh empties into tbe Mis 
soari at this place. 
Backwaters have sub- 


merged much of the low lands, and 100 or 
more squatters living there have been 
obliged to abandon their homes. Water 
also backed up the sewers in Kansas City, 
and run oat of the man holes, flooding 
various parts of the town.

started east of town near the Hotel Rafael, 
and fifty acres of eucalyptus trees are in 
flame?.

A Wonderful Sense of Smell. 


The buzzard's wonderful sense of smell 


s a curious subject that has often been 
discussed, the discussion of the matter 
laving resulted in a general uniformity 
of opinion among scientists that they Jo- 
ute their food by their sense of smell 
alone. C. L. Hopkins, the noted biologist, 
gays that he has noticed that in Florida 
;hey never leave the roots where tho 
night is spout, especially on damp, foggy 
mornings, until the moisture has been 
dried by the sun. They then move slowly 
across the wind until a "scent" is struck, 
when they niovo more slowly "up the 
wind" until the carrion is located. Some- 
times they will drift down the wind past 
their prey, until they have struck the 
scent, which they follow up until they 
have found the object of their search, 
sometimes in the densest thickets. Mr. 
Hopkins says that ho has upon several 
occasions killed wild hogs in the thickets, 
and after dressing them and taking what 
moat he wished would see twenty or 
more buzzards coming down with the 
wind. On one occasion they had discov- 
ered some animal remains he had covered 
up, and on another had found a dead 
snake which he had buried.—St. Louis 
Republic. 


The Old and New Way of Scouring Wool, 


Our ancestors scoured their wool in 


tubs, much as our wives and daughters 
scour our clothes today. In the hand 
washing of wool, a tub was filled with 
the suds, m which one or two men with 
long poles stirred the wool until clean, 
when they lifted it upon a traveling 
apron, which carried it between a pair 
of rollers which squeezed out the waten 
The same principle is applied in the au- 
tomatic scouring now in vogue. 


Groat forks or rakes seize the wool as 


it is curried by rollers from a feeding 
apron into tho iron tanks, and by alter- 
nating motions of their teeth givo it a 
thorough scouring. Thua cleansed, the 
wool is delivered by rollers to the dry- 
ing u.uchines, whcro hot air and great 
fans aro now utilized to extract all tho 
moisture without tearing tho fiber.—S. 
N. D. North in Popular Science Monthly.
